Summary  of  the  First  Regional  Meeting  of  P.A.N.  for  1986 
Nittany  Lion  Inn  State  College,  PA 
Site  of  the  Centre  Coin  Club's  Annual  Coin  Show 
February  8,  1986  1:00  P.M. 

IVelve  members  of  P.A.N.  gathered  for  this  meeting.  Eleven  were  from  Pittsburgh  and  the 
twelfth  was  STAN  RRCMi  of  Elkton,  Md  representing  the  Pioneer  Wooden  Morey  Society.  Stan 
braved  the  weather  to  attend  as  a member  of  P.A.N.  's  Board  of  Governors. 

The  last  convention  was  discussed  in  matters  of  tying  up  the  loose  ends.  Here  were  two 
(ncv  1)  bourse  fees  still  unpaid.  President  Don  has  been  persuing  the  matter  and  it  was 
suggested  by  Ray  Rennick  that  further  correspondence  be  sent  by  certified  mail  with  return 
receipt  requested. 

All  P.A.N.  member  clubs  are  asked  to  write  letters  to  Ruthann  Brettel  of  the  ANA  lettirg 
her  knew  that  we  are  pleased  to  be  hosting  the  1989  convention  in  PA  especially  in  Pittsburgh 
and  declaring  our  willingness  to  help  in  any  way  possible  to  make  the  event  a success.

Oily  actual  shipping  costs  if  shipping  is  necessary  will  be  charged  to  the  borrower. 

Don  and  Treasurer  Chet  are  working  on  the  paper  work  necessary  to  apply  for  the  non-profit 
status  P.A.N.  is  seeking. 

Sam  Paguia  displayed  the  plaster  cast  of  the  Gilroy  Roberts  Award.  It  is  to  be  sent  away  for 
making  of  the  mold.  Ray  moved  and  Sam  seconded  that  the  first  Gilroy  Roberts  Educational  Award 
be  instituted  and  that  the  first  copy  be  sent  to  Former  Chief  Engraver  Gilroy  Roberts.  The 
award  will  be  given  to  the  person  who  has  contributed  most  to  advance  numismatics 
among  the  coin  segment  of  the  population  as  well  as  the  general  public  by  means  of  lectures 
pronotions  or  viratever  means.  Fran  DiLessio  is  chairman  of  this  award. 

Margaret  Piatnek  is  chairman  of  the  Frank  Gasparro  Award.  The  winner  must  be  a dues  paid  member 
of  P.A.N.  Margaret  asks  that  nominations  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 

Stanley  Brown  took  exception  to  the  fact  that  old  out-dated  letterhead  is  being  used  in  P.A.N. 
correspondence.  New  letterhead  is  being  designed  and  will  be  in  use  as  soon  as  is  practical. 

A new  journal  format  has  been  instituted.  It  will  be  mailed  to  all  dues  paid  P.A.N.  menbers. 

We  need  more  advertising  to  sustain  this  publication  and  the  present  rttes  may  be  raised. 

Advertising  deadline  for  the  first  journal  of  1986  (March  31)  is  March  10.

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Dear  Members  and  Friends  of  PAN: 


From  its  humble  beginnings  in  Pittsburgh  in  August,  1978,  PAN  has  grown  from  a regional  grouping  of  Pittsburgh  clubs 
to  a full-f ledge  state  organization.  PAN  now  encompasses  every  large  city  and  region  of  the  state.  It  not  only  includes 
the  various  collector  clubs  throughout  Pennsylvania,  but  a large  grouping  of  dedicated  individuals  working  to  establish 
PAN  as  the  foremost  numismatic  organization  in  the  entire  nation. 

The  creation  of  PAN  as  a state  organization  was  quite  difficult.  Due  to  the  large  geographical  expanse  of  Pennsylvania, 
the  task  of  uniting  the  entire  state  into  a single  numismatic  organization  was  quite  monumental.  The  Alleghenies  had  to 
be  breached.  East  and  west,  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh,  had  to  be  brough  together.  The  geographic  differences  of  north 
and  south,  east  and  west,  had  to  be  erased.  From  these  diversities  of  geographical  and  political  subdivisions  came  a unity 
of  numismatic  organization.  The  organization  came  to  represent  the  strengths  and  philosophies  of  the  individuals  and 
clubs  it  represented.  From  diversity  of  opinions  came  a unity  of  purpose. 

PAN  had  been  created.  It  had  spread  its  gospel  of  numismatic  leadership  throughout  the  state.  It's  purpose  of  being  had 
early  been  established.  It  could  not  be  or  would  not  be  "just  another  collector  organization."  PAN  would  not  boast  of 
being  an  organization  capable  of  running  a FUN  show,  a Long  Beach  show,  or  an  ANA-style  of  a convention.  PAN  was 
to  become  an  organization  dedicated  to  preserving  and  fostering  numismatic  history,  numismatic  knowledge,  and  numis- 
matic leadership. 

The  monies  that  PAN  would  generate  through  its  dues,  solicitations,  annual  shows,  and  other  numismatic  activities  would 
be  used  to  instruct,  record,  and  to  spread  the  histories  of  present  and  past  numismatic  events.  PAN  should  never  want 
to  boast  of  a large  treasury  at  the  expense  of  subjugating  the  spread  of  numismatic  knowledge.  The  PAN  journal,  the 
"Clarion,"  is  the  literary  vehicle  that  is  used  to  gather,  record  and  to  distribute  this  knowledge. 

The  PAN  convention  is  always  the  highlight  of  the  numismatic  year.  It  is  more  than  a quality  show  with  quality  dealers. 
The  convention  includes  educational  seminars;  numismatic  exhibits;  coin  auctions;  a banquet  with  fine  food  and  drink, 
complemented  by  an  outstanding  numismatic  speaker;  and  awards  made  to  honor  the  individuals  that  have  done  the  most 
to  promote  Pennsylvania  numismatics.  The  Frank  Gasparro  Outstanding  Numismatist  Award  and  the  Gilroy  Roberts 
Educational  Award  are  used  for  these  purposes.  No  other  organization  in  the  nation  can  boast  of  the  powerful  support 
that  these  two  former  chief  engravers  have  given  us. 

As  we  look  ahead  to  the  future  years,  we  must  pledge  to  continue  building.  We  must  attract  more  individuals  and  clubs 
into  the  organization.  The  "Clarion"  must  be  expanded  to  include  the  numismatic  activities  of  all  areas  of  the  state.  The 
journal  must  become  a clearinghouse  for  all  club  shows  and  events.  The  annual  PAN  convention  must  become  a three- 
day  event.  Quality  out-of-state  dealers  could  be  more  easily  attracted.  Educational  programs,  exhibits,  and  awards  must 
be  used  to  spread  numismatic  knowledge.  PAN  should  assume  a leadership  role  in  sponsoring  or  supporting  national 
legislation  that  directly  affects  our  hobby.  PAN  should  support  the  issuance  of  new  commemorative  coins  and  the  issu- 
ance of  new  bullion  coins.  PAN  should  support  the  return  of  collector  coins  and  hard-money  assets  into  private  pension 
plans.  This  could  add  another  dimension  to  the  legitimacy  of  using  rare  coins  as  an  investment  vehicle.  PAN  should 
support  and  endorse  a totally  new  approach  a grading  and  authenticating  coins.  It  can  simply  be  referred  to  as  the 
guaranteed  dealer-buy-back  system.  It  makes  no  difference  if  the  numerical  M.S.  system  or  the  verbal  system  of  good, 
fine  or  uncirculated  is  used  in  grading  coins.  The  method  employed  is  not  important.  To  insure  honesty,  dignity  and 
respect  for  the  hobby,  another  dimension  must  be  added  to  the  grading  system.  Any  coin  that  is  sold  by  a major  dealer, 
in  whatever  grade  specified,  must  have  a lifetime  guarantee  from  the  dealer  that  the  piece  will  be  bought  back  in  the  same 
grade  that  it  was  originally  sold.  A dealer  must  not  be  permitted  to  sell  a coin  at  M.S.  65  levels  and  then  to  buy  the  same 
piece  back  at  M.S.  60  prices.  If  the  grading  problems  can  be  solved,  more  collectors  and  investors  will  be  attracted  to  the 
hobby  If  we  do  not  regulate  our  hobby,  federal  legislation,  with  all  its  damaging  effects,  will  do  it  for  us. 

The  long-range  aims  of  PAN,  education,  exhibits,  quality  conventions,  legislative  endorsements  and  a new  grading  system, 
should  be  supported.  This  best  can  be  accomplished  by  all  Pennsylvanians  working  together  to  support  PAN.  The  first 
commitment  of  PAN's  that  should  be  endorsed  is  the  convention  that  will  be  held  in  the  fall  of  1986  in  Lancaster.  We 
should  attempt  to  make  the  Lancaster  convention  of  such  a high  degree  of  quality  that  the  rest  of  the  nation  would  want 
to  emulate  it. 

In  1989,  the  ANA  convention  is  coming  to  Pittsburgh.  PAN  has  already  decided  to  give  its  full  support  to  this  important 
event.  An  ANA  show  is  Pittsburgh  would  not  only  benefit  Western  Pennsylvania  but  numismatically  will  benefit  the  entire 
state.  PAN  must  be  there,  PAN  will  be  there  to  offer  full  support  on  the  state  level  and  to  assist  any  Pittsburgh  organiza- 
tions that  would  sponsor  the  ANA  convention  on  the  local  level. 

If  you  are  not  a member  of  PAN,  you  are  welcomed  to  join  us.  Remember,  the  people  that  you  meet  could  form  the 
basis  of  a friendship  that  could  last  a lifetime.  Join  PAN,  support  PAN  and  contribute  to  Pennsylvania  numismatics. 

At  this  time  of  the  year,  may  the  officers  and  members  of  PAN  extend  to  you  and  yours  a happy  holiday  season  and  a 
warm  and  prosperous  New  Year.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  FIFTH  P.A.N.  MEETING  FOR  1985 


Holiday  Inn,  Pittsburgh,  PA 

Site  of  the  Seventh  Annual  Coin  Show  & Convention  - November  16  & 17,  1985 


Seventeen  members  and  five  non-member  guests  attended  the  district  meeting  held  at  the  buffet 
breakfast  on  Sunday  at  9:00  A.M. 

The  decisions  made  by  a vote  of  the  members  present  are  as  follows: 

The  next  P.A.N.  Coin  Show  and  Convention  will  be  held  at  the  Americana  Host  Farm  Resort 
on  the  terms  sent  to  us  through  Paul  Haleman's  help.  The  dates  are  yet  to  be  determined  but 
they  must  not  interfere  with  any  other  major  show  and  preferably  will  be  in  November  or 
October  so  as  to  stay  in  our  past  time  frame.  The  hours  of  10:00  A.M.  to  6:00  are  considered 
best.  A fee  for  dealers  of  $1  50  was  discussed.  Programs  of  no  more  than  2 a day  was  recom- 
mended by  John  Eshbach.  A few  programs  held  in  the  evenings  enable  dealers  who  can't 
leave  their  tables  during  the  day  to  attend  was  Bob  Matylewicz's  suggestion.  Bourse  applications 
should  be  hand  delivered  at  shows  for  best  effect.  Mailing  is  just  an  expense  that  does  not 
bring  enough  returns  to  justify  it.  A vote  was  taken  to  send  $500  non-refundable  deposit  to 
the  Host  Farm  as  soon  dates  are  arranged  for.  Red  Rose  Coin  Club  has  committed  to  do  the 
local  work  required  for  the  show. 

Printing  and  mailing  costs  for  the  journal  were  reported  on  by  Corleen  Chesonis.  Bulk  mailing 
is  the  best  way  and  the  achieving  of  non-profit  status  would  get  us  the  best  rates.  Advertising 
would  help  to  defray  costs  and  Bob  Matylewicz  asked  that  we  establish  a cut  off  date  for  each 
issue  of  the  journal  by  which  the  ads  must  be  in  for  publication  in  that  issue.  The  publication 
of  the  journal  will  remain  in  Pittsburgh. 

The  Gilroy  Roberts  Award  was  discussed.  Sam  was  the  first  recipient  of  the  Educational 
Award  named  for  the  former  Chief  engraver.  A similar  award  for  a Young  Numismatist  was 
discussed  and  John  Eshbach  and  Sam  will  work  on  this  project.  A Young  Numismatists 
Program  was  discussed.  The  Stutzman  family  contributed  greatly  because  of  their  vast 
experience  with  it.  P.A.N.  intends  to  work  on  such  a program  and  Sam  Paguia  will  be  a 
leader  in  its  formation. 

The  first  regional  meeting  for  1986  will  be  February  8 in  State  College,  PA.  The  next  one 
will  take  place  as  part  of  the  C.P.N.A.  Show  in  Lancaster,  April  5.  It  is  at  the  sight  P.A.N. 
has  selected  for  its  Eight  Show  and  will  give  us  a chance  to  look  it  over. 

Dues  will  remain  the  same  for  1986  and  dues  paid  in  the  last  quarter  will  pay  for  the 
following  year. 

Sam  suggested  kicking  of  National  Coin  Week  at  the  C.P.N.A.  Show  by  blitzing  the  media 
and  getting  the  Hershey  and  Harrisburg  Coin  clubs  involved.

The  Pennsylvania  Association  of  Numismatists  )PAN)  held  its  Seventh  Annual 
Coin  Convention  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  on  November  16  and  17,  1985.  The 
presence  of  over  30  dealers  provided  material  of  interest  for  almost  any  collector, 
including  U.S.  coins  and  currency,  foreign  coins  and  ancient  coins.  Charles  Hoskins, 
coin  authenticator,  was  available  to  help  with  grading  and  authentication  for  coins 
purchased  at  the  show. 

The  show  also  offered  considerable  opportunity  to  learn  more  about 
numismatics  with  18  exhibits  on  U.S.  coins,  errors,  currency  and  medals;  foreign 
coins  and  medals;  ancient  coins;  encased  cents;  the  1 893  Columbian  Exposition; 
and  Jackson  memorabilia.  Four  speakers  presented  programs  on  their  specialties 
throughout  the  show.  Anthony  Swiatek  (a  Life  Member  of  PAN)  spoke  on  "Collecting 
or  Investing  — How  Not  to  Get  Burned",  with  advice  on  grading,  auctions,  examining 
coins,  reading  coin  advertisements  and  the  effects  of  cleaning  on  coins.  He  predicted 
that  the  uncirculated  gold  Statue  of  Liberty  coins  will  be  winners  for  coin  investors. 
Adolph  Weiss  presented  a slide  show  produced  by  National  Geographic  entitled  "The 
History;  Lore  and  Fun  of  Numismatics",  which  traced  the  history  of  coins  and  currency. 
The  presentation  was  intended  to  encourage  young  collectors;  prizes  were  given  to 
those  who  knew  the  answers  to  questions  covered  in  the  talk. 

Two  members  of  PAN  from  the  Pittsburgh  area  also  gave  presentations. 

Charles  Culleiton  discussed  the  coins  and  history  of  England  from  100  B.C.  to  the 
present  in  his  talk,  "Early  English  Coinage  and  Their  Monarchs".  Slides  showed  the 
coins  of  each  king  or  queen  since  1066  A.D.  Raymond  Rennick  illustrated  "Civil 
War  Collectibles”  with  slides  of  Manassas,  Gettysburg  and  Antietam,  as  well  as 
Confederate  coins,  currency  and  stamps;  regular  coinage;  state  bank  notes;  tokens; 
and  commemorative  coins,  stamps  and  medals.  Other  collectibles  of  this  period  include 
guns,  uniforms,  books,  pictures  and  flags.

Guidelines 

1.  Sharing,  know! edge  and  information  about  numismatics 
with  the  ncn-ccllecting  public. 

2.  Exhibits  that  includes  books  on  the  subjects  (some 
ideal  pi  aces  would  be  the  local  library,  museum, 

h i stc r i cal  soc! ety  or  banks ) . 

Donate  numismatic  bocks  or  subscriptions  of  a numismatic 
paper  to  the  lecal  library. 

t[  • Get  up  a table  or  booth  at  a local  shopping  center 

where  people  can  bring  unknown  pieces  or  ask  quest, ions. 

5.  Form  a club  committee  to  coordinate  a National  Coin  Week 
observance  with  your  town  or  city  managment.  Ask  your 
mayor,  county  official  or  ever,  the  state  governor  to 
sign  a proclamation  declaring  National  Coin  Week  in  your 
area. 


6.  Contact  local  service  clubs,  schools,  TV  and  radio 
stations.  Give  an  interesting  program,  about  numismatics. 
Allow  time  for  questions. 

7.  Use  area  radio,  television  stations  and  regional  newspapers 
to  inform  the  public  of  upcoming  displays,  lectures,  and 
shows . 

8.  Judging  will  also  include  the  length  of  exhibits  and  the 
duration  of  time  and  the  number  of  talks  given. 

9.  All  activities  should  promote  their  clubs  and  P.A.N.  to 
be  included  in  the  judging. 


ATI  P.A.N.  clubs  should  send  all  of  their  reports  with  description 
of  special  activities  to: 


Submit  all  final  reports  by  Kay  20th.  Include  samples  of  bulletins 
and  posters,  photographs,  and  description  of  special  activities  such  as 
shows,  lectures  and  exhibits.  PI  ease  , include  a list  of  all  participants 
including  NON-P.A.N.  members. 

In  order  to  receive  the  benefits  of  A.N.A.,  send  a preliminary  report 
including  a formal  letter  by  April  30,  1986.  There  are  certificates  for 
each  participant  and  an  added  benefit  for  A.N.A.  members . So  don't 
forget  your  A.N.A.  membership  number.

THE  COINS  OF  ENGLAND  - Part  3

C h a r 1 e s CL'  u 1 1 e i i o n 

The  -first,  two  Stuart,  kings,  James  I and  Charles  I,  were 
b o t h 5t.ro n g a d v o cates  of  the  "divine  right  of  kings". 
Charles  I completely  ignored  Parliament  and  was  finally 
a r r e s t.  e d , tried  a n d b e h e a d e d i n 1 6 4 9 . E n g 1 and  t.  h e n b e - 
came  a Protectorate  under  the  leadership  of  Oliver  Crom- 
well, who  wits  elevated  to  the  position  of  Lord  Protector 
in  1653.  When  Cromwell  died  in  1.658,  England  was  ready 
for  a dramatic  change,  as  the  country  had  become  a nar- 
r a w m :i  n d e d Pu  r i t a n n a ti  on,  wj.  t h s e v e r e p e n a 1 1 i e s f o r sue  h 
crimes  as  travelling  on  Sunday  or  profanity.  The  son  of 
King  Charles  I was  invited  to  return  to  England  as  the 
n ext.  S t u a r t k i n g . 


C h a r 1 e s 1 1 ( 1 6 6 0 - 1 6 85)  w a s p r o e 1 a i m e d k i n g o f G r e a t R r i t.  a i n b y S c o 1 1 a n d 

in  1651,  but  when  Oliver  Cromwell  defeated  his  army,  he  abandoned  the 
throne  and  fled  to  France.  After  Cromwell  died  in  1658,  the  English 
people,  who  were  now  dissatisfied  with  the  rule  of  the  Protectorate, 
invited  Charles  to  return  to  England  as  their  king  in  1660.  Some  of  the 
j.  mporta n t e ven t.  s o f h i s r e i g n i n c 1 u d e : t w o wars  w j t h t h e Dutch,  the 
plague  in  1665,  the  Great.  Fire  of  London  and  the  passage  of  the  Habeas 
Corpus  Act.  The  court,  of  Charles  II  is  considered  to  be  the  most 
immoral  in  English  history.  The  King  himself  had  a total  of  1.3 
mistresses.  The  minting  of  hammered  coinage  was  stopped  in  1662  in 
favor  of  the  improved  mill  and  screw  process.  The  new  gold  coins  of 
100,  40,  20  and  10  shillings  were  called  guineas,  as  the  gold  for  the 
coins  was  imported  from  Guinea  by  the  African  Company.  The  four 
smallest  silver  coins,  the  4,  3,  2 and  1 pence,  which  are  today 
distributed  as  "Maundy  Money",  were  minted  for  general  circulation.  The 
metal  for  the  farthing  was  changed  from  copper  to  tin  in  an  effort  to 
help  the  Cornish  tin  Industry  (1). 

James  II  (1685—1688),  a younger  son  of  King  Charles  I „ tried  to  rule 
without  Parliament.  He  also  tried  to  restore  England  to  the  Roman 
Cat hoi i c faith,  which  caused  a great  deal  of  rel i pious  persecution. 

James  committed  every  stupid  error  that  was  possible  and  was  finally 
forced  to  flee  the  country  during  the  upheaval  known  as  the  "Glorious 
R e v o I u t :i.  on  " , in  w h i c h h i s P r o t.  e s t a n t d a u g h t e r , M a r y , a n d h e r h 1 1 s b and, 
William  of  Orange,  were  accepted  as  joint  rulers  of  England.  James  II 
spent  I he  last  13  years  of  his  life  in  exile.  The  coinage  of  this  reign 
included:  in  gold  5,  2,  1 and  1/2.  guineas;  in  silver,  crowns,  1/2 

crowns,  shillings,  6,  4,  3,  2 and  1 pence;  and  in  tin,  1/2  pennies  and 

farthings.  All  genuine  tin  coins  have  a copper  plug  near  the  center  of 
the  coin  (2) . 

Mary  II  ( 1688-1694)  was  the  oldest  daughter  of  King  James  II.  She  and 
her  husband,  William  of  Orange,  ruled  for  six  years,  until  her  death 
•from  smallpox  in  1694.  The  portraits  of  both  Mary  and  William  appear  on 
all  the  coinage.  On  the  reverse  of  the  coins,  the  rampant  lion  of 


Orange  was  added  to  the  center  of  the  royal  arms.  In  1694,  the  metal 
■for  the  farthing  was  changed  from  tin  to  copper,  otherwise  the  coinage? 
was  the  same  as  for  the  previous  reign  (3). 

Wi  1 1 i am  1 11  ( 1 6G0“ 1 7f  t.:: ) , bor  n i n t he  Hague,  was  the  son  of  the  Hr  i nee  of 

Orange  and  Mary,  the  daughter  of  King  Charles  I.  When  France  invaded 
the  Netherlands  in  1672,  William  was  named  as  the  leader  of  the  Dutch 
army,  hut.  was  defeated  again  and  again.  He  then  married  Mary,  to  form 
an  alliance  with  England  in  order  to  gain  the  support  of  those  opposed 
to  King  James  II.  During  the  "Glorious  Revolution",  William  and  Mary 
declared  that  they  would  rule  together,  hut  it.  was  William  who  made  all 
the  decisions.  The  importance  of  the  "Glorious  Revolution " was  that  the 
monarchy  became  constitutional  and  Par  1 i ament ary , thus  ending  the  long 
s t r u g g 1.  e b e t w e e n t h e c r o w n a n d P a r 1 i a at  e n t ..  W h e n M a r y d i e d 1 n 1 6 9 4 „ t.  h e 
co i nage  was  changed  to  show  the  portrait,  of  William  ill.  In  1696,  the 
government  decided  to  remove  all  hammered  coins  from  circulation.  The 
same  gold,  silver  and  copper  coins  were  minted  as  during  the  previous 
r e i g n ( 4 ) 


Anne  (1.702-171.4),  a second  daughter  of  King  James  TI,  was  the  first 
sovereign  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  Anne  was 
closely  associated  with  John  Churchill,  the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  and  his 
wife,  Sarah,  who  exerted  great  influence  over  the  Queen  and  her  public 
a f f a i r s . A n n e w a s t h e 1 a s t m o n a r <:: h o f t h e H o 1 1 s e o f S t uar  t ..  Even  t h o u g h 

she  had  17  children,  none  survived  her  and  at  her  death  she  was 
s 1 1.  c c e e d e d b y h e r c o u s i n , G e o r g e , t h e E 1 e c t o r a f H a n a v e r ..  T h e 
unification  of  England  and  Scotland,  in  1707,  resulted  in  a change  in 
the  royal  arms  -•••  the  English  leopard  and  Scottish  lion  now  appeared  on 
t h e r evers e o f a 1. 3.  g o 1 d a n d si  1 v e r c o i.  n s . N o c o p p e r 1/2  p e n n i e s wer e 
m i n t e d d uri  n g A n n e s r e i g n <5)  . 

(5  e o r g el  (1  7 1 4 - 1 7 2 7)  was  t h e g r e a t.  - g r e a t.  g r a n d s o n o f K i n g Jam  e s 1 . T h e 
Act  of  Pari  lament,  passed  in  1 689,  sai d that  henceforth,  no  Catholic, 
nor  anyone  married  to  a Catholic,  could  be  sovereign  of  England.  Since 
both  James  II  and  his  son  were  Catholics,  the  nearest  Protestant 
relative,  George  I of  Hanover,  was  invited  to  be  the  next.  king.  He  was 
horn  and  rai  seel  in  Germany  and  was  considered  a shy,  obstinate  and  1.  any 
man  who  cared  little  for  the  affairs  of  England.  He  never  learned  the 
English  language  and  was  happy  to  leave  the  affairs  of  state  in  the 
hands  of  his  ministers.  The  leader  of  his  cabinet,  Sir  Robert  Walpole, 
became  the  first  Prime  Minister.  George  brought  to  England  two 
mistresses,  but  1 eft  his  wife  in  Germany . Hi s cousin,  Sophia,  whom  he 
married  in  1682,  was  accused  of  adultery  and  was  kept  in  strict 
confinement  until  her  death  in  1717.  The  two  most  important  events  of 
G e o r g e ’ s r e i g n w e r e t h e r e b e 1 1 i o n o f 1 7 1 5 , w h i c h was  an  a 1 1 e m p t t o 
restore  the  Stuarts  to  the  throne  and  the  bursting  of  the  "South  Sea 
Bubble",  a great  financial  scandal  in  1720.  The  coinage  of  George  I has 
the  arms  of  the  Duchy  of  Hanover  and  I.,  uneburg  added  to  the  shields.  A 
gold  1 / 4 guinea  was  minted  for  a short  time,  but  the  coin  was  not  very 
popular.  Coins  made  from  silver  bullion  from  the  South  Sea  Company  have 
the  initials  SSC  on  the  reverse,  while  the  initials  WCC  appear  on  the 
coinage  using  metal  from  the  Welch  Copper  Company.  The  minting  of  the 
copper  1/2  penny  was  resumed  in  17.1.7  (6). 

George  IT  (1727 1760)  was  born  in  Hanover  and  was  almost  as  German  as 

his  father.  He  was  the  last  British  ruler  to  lead  troops  on  the 


battle-field,  which  greatly  increased  his  popularity.  Although  George? 
was  stubborn  and  rather  stupid,  he  usually  accepted  the  wise  advice  of 
his  wife,  Caroline,  and  his  political  advisors,  which  included  the  elder 
Wi  I I j am  Pitt.  The  victories  of  the  Seven  Years'  War  . which  started  in 
1736,  laid  the  foundations  of  the  empire  i n India  and  Canada . I n I 7 43, 

another  attempt  was  made  to  restore  the  Stuarts  to  the  throne.  Prince 
Charles  Edward  Stuart  (Bonnie  Prince  Charles)  was  defeated  by  the  royal 
army  under  the  leadership  of  the  King’s  second  son,  Wi  I I i am,  t he  Duke  of 
Cumber  1 and . The  flower  we  all  know  today  as  "Sweet  Wi  I .1  i am"  was  named 
after  the  king’s  son,  but  in  Scotland  that  same  -flower  is  st  1 I I cal  led 
"Stinking  Billie".  Back  in  1 38?,  Pope  Gregory  X IT  1 had  rectified  the

company’s  initials  and  the  coins  struck  from  the  metal  from  Spanish 
ships  had  the  word  I IMA  printed  below  the  Icing’s  bust  (7). 

George  III'  (1760 1820)  governed  Britain  through  one  of  the  most  critical 

peri ods  m the  country’s  history-  During  his  60  year  reign,  the  French 
Revolution  threatened  Britain’s  e;t  i stence,  the  American  Revolution 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  the  American  colonies  and  the  Industrial 
Revolution  created  a new  society  and  more  than  doubled  the  British 
population-  In  1800,  the  Art  of  Union  brought  Ireland  into  the  United 
kingdom.  George  III  tried  to  recover  the  power  of  the  crown  from  the 
Prime  Minister  and  succeeded  in  doing  so,  until  he  loss  the  American 
colonies  in  1783.  George  was  devoted  to  his  wife,  Charlotte,  and  their 
13  children  (9  sons  and  6 daughters)  ..  The  King  had  a flair  for  music, 
furniture  and  gardening  and  enjoyed  making  buttons  and  putting  watches 
together..  During  the  last  years  of  his  reign,  he  had  little  influence 
on  English  affairs  and  after  181.1  was  at  times  both  blind  and  insane. 

In  1807,,  slave  trade  was  abolished  in  lands  under  British  control- 
During  the  last  half  of  the  1 8th  century,  very  little  silver  or  copper 
coinage  was  minted.  The  issuing  of  private  tokens  (8)  from  1 7 88 —9 3 and 
1811-13  helped  to  alleviate  the  shortage  of  regal  coinage  (9).  During 
the  Napoleonic  Wars  bank  notes  came  into  general  use,  when  the  issuing 
n I-  gol  d guineas  was  stopped . As  an  emergency  measure,  Spanish  "dollars" 
were  ecu  mt  erst  .imped  and  put  into  ci  rcul  at  i on  for  a short  period  and  in 
1 804  Spanish  dollars  were  over  st-rnc  |:  and  issued  as  Bank  of  England 
do  I I ars  (in)  . In  1797,  Matthew  Boult  ore's  copper  penny  and  two  pence

Geor  ge  IV  ( 1 8? 0—1 030)  , the  son  of  George  1 I’l,  had  served  as  Regent  for 
hi  <->  fat  her  from  181  1 to  J82o«  He  1 ached  hi  s -father  s a mb  i hi  on  to  govern 
and  his  private  life  was  scandalous.  As  Prince  Regent , he  had  a steady 
stream  of  mistresses  until  he  secret  1 v married  Mar i a F i tcherbert , a 
Catholic  widow  in  1.785,  A prince,  married  to  a Catholic,,  could  not  be 
l ing  of  Engl  and,  so  t he  marri age  was  annul  I ed  and  he  then  mar r i ed  hi s 
coil  si  I!.,  Carol  i ne  of  Rninswi  c k , whom  lie  t r eat  ed  mi  serahl  y ijuri  ng  the 
r emui  Oder  of  tier  I :i  f e.

I heir  two  daughters  died  in  infancy.  Will  i am  was  the  only  Fur op pan 
monarch  of  that  date  to  survive  the  advent  of  democracy.  In  1836,  the 
silver  groat  was  again  issued  for  general  circulation,  which  is  the  only 
silver  coin  having  Britannia  seated  on  the  reverse.  Crowns  were  not 
struct  during  this  reign,  but  proofs  or  patterns  were  made,  which  are 
rare  today.  Silver  threepence  and  threehal f pence  were  minted  for  use  in 
the  West  Indies,  Ceylon  and  Malta  (12). 


Victoria  (1837-1901)  was  one  of  the  greatest  rulers  in  English  history. 
She  was  the  only  child  of  Edward,  the  fourth  son  of  King  George  III. 
Victoria  ruled  for  63  years,  the  longest  reign  of  any  British  monarch. 

W h e n s h e r a m e t o t h e t h r o n e , t h e u n i o n b e t w e e n B r i t.  a i n a n d H a n a v e r 
ended,  as  a woman  caul d not  occupy  the  throne  of  Hanover.  Victoria  was 
a wise  and  capable  monarch,  hut  the  greatness  of  the  country  was  due  to 
t e n o u t s t a n ci  i n g P r i.  m e M i n i s t e r ss  me n s u c h a s P e e 1 , P a I m e r s t o n , Di  sr a e 1 i 
G1 adstone  and  Lord  Salisbury.  Many  events  occurred  during  Victoria's 
reign.  Upper  and  tower  Canada  were  united  and  given  sol f — government . 
Britain  fought  the  Opium  War  in  China,  the  Cr i mean  War  and  the  South 
African  War.  A mutiny  in  India,  in  1 857,  transferred  the  country  from 
t h e E a s t I n d i a C o fn  p a n y t o g o v e r n m e n t c o n t r o 1 P a r 1 :i  a m e n t p a s s e d a r t s 
improving  labor  conditions,  making  educati nn  compul sory  and  reforming 
the  ci  vi  i service.  In  1 84<‘> , the  Queen  marri  ed  her  cousin.  Prince 
Albert . It  was  a happy  marriage,  producing  four  sons  and  five 
daughters,  A I her ( died  in  1861  and  Victoria  withdrew  from  social 
activities  And  dressed  in  mourning  until  her  Golden  Jubilee  in  1887.

E d war  d VII  ( 1. 9 0 1-19 1 0 ) , t h e o 1 d e s t s o n o f Q u e e n V i c t o r i a , d i s p I a y e d t h e 
greatest  skill  in  dealing  with  his  ministers  and  with  foreign  rulers. 

He  was  educated  at  the  universities  at  Edinburgh,  Oxford  and  Cambridge., 
Edward  possessed  the  soci al  graces  and  shrewdness  that  were  character- 
istic at  his  family,  but  he  also  had  tact,  warmth  and  c on si  derat i an  tor 
others,  qualities  which  were  lacking  in  the  Hanover  family.  Edward  was 
a 1 s o o n e o t E n g 1 a n d •'  s 1 e a din  g si  p a r t s m e n , wh  i c h h a d mu c h t o d o w i t h h i s 
popularity.  The  only  crowns,  five  pound  pieces  and  two  pound  pieces  for 
Edward  VII  were  issued  in  1902.  A 1/3  farthing  was  minted  for  use  in 
Malta.  A branch  of  the  Royal  Mint,  was  started  at  Ottawa  in  1908  to 
c a i n s o vere i g n s (16) . 

George  V ( 1910-1936) , the  second  son  of  King  Edward  VI T,  was  educated  as 
a profess in n a 1 n a v a 1 of f i c e r a n d s a w s e r v i c e u n t i 1 t h e d e a t h o f hi s 
older  brother  in  1892.  He  then  assumed  the  duties  of  heir  apparent. 

The  First  World  War  broke  out.  in  1914,  during  which  the  King  made 
several  visits  to  the  front  line  in  France  and  Belgium,  being  a war 
casual  i ty  in  191.5,  when  he  received  serious  internal  injuries.  Problems 
with  Ireland  resulted  in  the  "Government,  of  Ireland  Act"  in  1920,  which 
p a r t i t.  i o n e d t h e cou n t ry  along  t h e p r e s e n t rel  i.  g i on s 1.  i.  nes.  Social  a n d 
industrial  unrest  in  the  1 920  ' s led  to  the  formation  of  the  first. 
Socialist  government,  and  the  world  economic  crises  in  1929-31  resulted 
in  the  formation  of  the  National  Coalition  Government  of  1931.  The 
demand  for  self-government  by  Canada,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  South 
Africa  created  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations.  Paper  money,  issued 
by  the  Treasury  during  the  First  World  War,  replaced  gold  for  internal 
use  after  1915,  but.  the  branch  mints  in  Australia  and  South  Africa 
continued  minting  sovereigns  until  1930.  Due  to  the  steep  rise  in  the 
price  of  silver,  the  minting  of  standard  silver  (.925)  was  discontinued 
and  coins  of  .500  silver  were  issued  (1.7),  Crown  pieces  were  not  minted 
■for  general  circulation,  but  were  struck  in  small  numbers  about 
Christmas  time,  for  people  to  give  as  presents,  in  the  years  1 927-36. 

In  1935,  a special  commemorative  crown  was  issued,  in  celebration  of  the 
Silver  Jubilee. 

Edward  VIII  (.1.936)  was  the  oldest  son  of  King  George  V and  became  King 
upon  his  father's  death  on  January  20,  1936.  Edward  was  made  Prince  of 
Wales  in  191.1.  and,  in  World  War  I,  served  as  an  aide-de-camp.  His 
democratic  spirit,  charm  and  diplomacy  made  him  popular  and,  as  King,  he 
showed  a deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his  people,  especially  the 
under pri vi 1 eged  and  working  classes.  Edward  fell  in  love  with  Wallis 
W a r f i.  e 1 d S i m pson,  a n Amer  i c: a n d i v o r c e e , b i .t t w h e n t h e g overn m e n t show e d 
opposition  t:o  accepting  her  as  Queen,  Edward  abdicated  his  throne  on 
1 ) e c e m b e r 11,  19 3 6 „ T h e f o r m e r K i n g a n d M r s . S i m p s o n w e r e mam  i e d i n 

June  1937.  Edward  died  in  1972,  having  spent  the  rest  of  his  life?  as 
governor  of  the  Bahama  Islands.,  There  were  no  official  British  coins 
m i n t ed  f or  Ed  war d V 1 1 1 . 

Gearge  VI  (1936—1952)  became  King  when  his  older  brother,  Edward  VIII, 
abdicated  in  1936.  George  studied  under  private  tutors  then  went  to 
Osborne  and  Dartmouth  naval  schools.  He  served  with  the  Grand  Fleet  at 
the  start  of  the  war  and  then  joined  the  Royal  Flying  Corps,  becoming  a 
wing  commander.  During  World  War  II,  the  King  and  Queen  were  examples 


of  -fortitude,  -freely  showing  their  concern  for  people  under  stress  and 
visiting  the  -front  lines  in  North  Africa  and  Italy.  After  the  war, 
Winston  Churchill  was  replaced  by  Britain’s  third  Socialist  government 
under  the  leadership  of  Clement.  Attlee.  The  Bank  of  England,  the  mines, 
railways,  road  transport,  gas  and  electricity,  the  health  services,  and 
iron  and  steel  were  brought  under  public  ownership,  and  in  many  ways  a 
social  revolution  was  effected.  In  1947,  India  became  an  independent 
dominion  and  the  words  "Emperor  of  India"  were  dropped  from  the  King’s 
title  and  from  the  inscription  on  the  coinage.  At  the  start,  of  George’s 
reign,  two  different,  shillings  were  minted,  one  having  the  Scottish 
crest,  and  the  other  the  English  shield,  on  the  reverse  of  the  coins. 

In  1942,  the  twelve-sided  nickel  brass  threepence  <1.8)  replaced  the 
small  silver  threepence.  As  silver  was  needed  to  repay  the  bullion  lent 
by  the  United  States  during  the  war,  the  metal  for  the  shillings  was 
changed  to  cupro-ni  ckel  in  1.947  (19).  Commemorative?  crown  pieces  were 
issued  for  the  Coronation  and  the  1.951.  Festival  of  Britain. 

Elizabeth  II  (1952--)  is  the  oldest  daughter  of  King  George  VI,  In  1947 
s h e m a r r i ed  P r i n c e P h i 1 i p o f G r e e c e , w h o h a d p r e v i o u sly  b e e n nam  e d t.  h e 
D u ke  of  Edi  n b u r g h . Eliza  b e t.  h h as  m a i n t a i n e d c 1 o s e t.  i e s w j t h t h e 
Commonwe a 1. 1 h cou n t ries  a n d B r i t. a i n ’ s a 1 1 :i  e s . S h e h a s t. o ur  e d I n d i a , 
Pakistan,  many  African  countries,  the  Middle  East,  Europe,  Canada  and 
the  United  States.  At.  home,  Elizabeth  has  worked  closely  with  her 
ministers  on  matters  of  state  and  takes  an  active  interest  in 
govern m e n t. . In  an  a g e o f i n t. e r n a 1 <::: r i s e s a n d e c o n o m i.  c u p s a n d d o w n s , 
the  Queen’s  stability  and  grace  have  remained  a valuable  focal  point  for 
n a t.  i o n a 1 self  respe c t „ E 1 i z a b e t h c e 1 e b r a t; e d h e r Si  1 v e r J u b i 1 e e i n 1 977. 
In  1954,  the  inscrip  t i o n o n t he  c:  o i n a g e was  c h a n g e d d u e t o t h e c h a n g i n g 
s t at.us  o f so  many  C o at m o nwea  1 1 h t e r r i t o r i e s ( 2 0 ) . A C o r o n a t.  i n n 
commemorat:  i ve  crown  was  issued  in  1.953,  another  was  struck  in  1960  for- 
th e British  Exhibition  in  New  Y o r k a n d a t.  h i r d w a s i s su  e d i n h o n o r o f 
Sir  Winston  Churchil 1 in  1965.  Owing  to  inflation,  the  production  of 
farthings  was  stopped  in  1956,  as  the  coin  was  practical  I y worthl  ess. 

In  1965,  it  was  decided  to  change  to  a decimal  system  in  1971,  The 
decimal  coins  had  the  word  "new"  on  the  reverse  of  the  coin  until  1982, 
when  the  reverse  was  redesigned  and  the  word  "new"  was  omitted.  As  part, 
o f t h e t ransi  tion  to  decimal  c o i n a g e , t. h e m i n t i n g o f h a 1 f p e n n i e s w a s 
stopped  in  1969  and  halfcrowns  in  1970.  In  1973,  a 50  pence  coin  was 
issued  to  commemorate  the  entry  of  Britain  into  the  European  Common 
Market.  Other  recent  coins  have  been  minted  in  both  copper -ni  c:kel  and 
silver,  including:  a 25  pence  in  1972,  to  commemorate  Elizabeth’s  Silver 
Wedding  Anniversary,  a 25  pence  in  1977  for  the  Queen’s  Silver  Jubilee, 
a 25  pence  in  1980  for  the  80th  birthday  of  the  Queen  Mother,  a crown  in 
1981  for  the  wedding  of  Prince  Charles  and  Lady  Diana  and  the  20  pence 
in  1982,  which  is  the  first,  year  that  this  coin  was  minted. 

In  preparing  this  program  "The  Coins  of  England",  I felt  that  I should 
include  some  biographical  and  historical  information,  as  well  as  the 
major  numismatic  events  that  have  occurred  during  the  past  two  millennia 
in  which  England  has  minted  coinage.  Hopefully,  both  the  numismatist 
and  the  non-numismatist  have  enjoyed  this  presentation.  For  the  non- 
collector,  there  is  a wide  variety  of  historical  and  literary  themes, 
which  should  be  enjoyable  to  almost  anyone.  Beginning  with  William  1 in 
1066,  we  have  gone  through  periods  of  conquest,  knights  in  shining 
armor,  dynastic  warfare  and  murder,  foreign  wars,  discovery  and 
exploration  of  a new  world,  religious  persecution,  and  political 


upheaval,  all  leading  to  the  slow,  steady  growth  of  a mighty  empire.  As 
to  the  individual  monarchs,  some  have  sat  on  the  throne  of  England  with 
great  dignity,  while  others  have  been  a disgrace  to  the  crown,  but  each, 
in  his  or  her  own  way,  has  placed  their  name  forever  on  the  pages  of 
hi  story. 

For  the  numismatist,  there  seems  to  be  a endless  variety  of  themes  on 
which  t o b u i 1 d a col  1 e c t. ion.  Wit h c: o i ns  b ©in g m i.  n ted  f o r over  2 0 0 0 
years  in  gold,  silver,  copper  and  tin,  a collection  in  any  one  of  these 
metals  would  be  a fascinating  challenge  to  any  numismatist.  A person 
c o u Id  a 1 s o s p e c i.  a 1 1 z © :L  n c o 1 1 e c t i n g C e 1 1 1 c , Roman,  A n g l o-S  a k on  or  Vi  k i n g 
coins  or  all  the  coins  of  one  monarch  (George  I,  Elizabeth  I,  etc.),  or 
one  royal  family  (Tudors,  Hanover,  etc.),  or  a particular  denomination 
(pennies,  shillings,  crowns) , or  a type  set  with  one  coin  of  each  king 
and  queen,  or  commemorative  coins,  or  tokens,  and  on  and  on.  I have 
found  that  collecting  English  coins,  which  are  usually  slightly  less 
e <•!  p e n s i v e t h an  LJ .
